A MODEL IMPERIAL PLATFORM 


The Chicago Chronicle has been 


watching the maneuvres of Hanna 
Republicanism 
in Ohio and 
it 


utters 
the following clever and 


caustic review thereon: 


"One of the chroniclers of th,e 


Hanna-McKinley convention at Co 
lumbus tells his readers that uni- 
versal satisfaction is expressed over 
the platform, which is heralded as 
the model or the Philadelphia docu- 
ment.' 
But even he finds it neces- 


sary to admit, what we learn from 
other sources, that the model docu- 
ment as it was elaborately framed 
in Washington to relieve the dele- 
gates at Columbus from all labor 
and worry was modified 
in three 


important particulars. 


' 'In the first place, the original 


model contained not a word about 
trusts. When it came to be read be- 
fore the committee which was ap- 
pointed as a matter of form to re-

plain that the committee was so 
engrossed with the great issues per- 
taining to our colonial 'savages'

was unintentionally 
over- 


looked. 
But, unhappily, once the 


suhject was broached there was no 
getting rid of it without some sort 
of expression. 


."Therefore the following innocu- 


ous declaration was inserted in the 
platorm by the committ.ee and later 
adopted by- the 
convention: 
'We 


insist that injurious combination? 
shall be forbidden and

"What with the nice distinction? 


between 
'injurious combinations 


and salutary combinations and be- 
tween 'injurious combinations' and 
'so-called trusts' and what with the 
still 
nicer 
distinction 
between' 


'hurtful monopolies' and monopolies 
which distil only blessings, even 
Mr. JIanna must *be constrained to 
admit that this pank will break no 
eggs and is almost as good as none 
at all. 


I TIn the second place, the model 


document as it was approved at the 
white house before Mr. Grosevnor 
put it in his pocket and started fur 
Columbus contained a plank 
ex- 


pressly and strongly indorsing the 
Porto Rico law as it was finally en- 
acted.
